Chicago, Oct. I/.—The third day of Colonel Roosevelt's stay in 


the Mercy Hospital passed quietly. The dread of serious develop- 
ments was largely allayed, although his physicians were careful to 
say that the patient was by no means out of danger. It will require 
another day of waiting for symptoms of "sepsis before the medical 
men, if there is no change for the worse, will be able to sav: "All 
i s well."

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. Chicago, Oct. 17.—The most reassuring bulletin yet issued by 


the physicians of Colonel Roosevelt, was given to the public at 1:00 
o'clock = today, and said: . 
. 


"Pulse, temperature and respiration normal. Blooid count lias 


dropped to normal. Breathing" seems easier." 


The bulletin is signed by Drs. Murphy^ Lambert and Terrell. 


Chicago. Oct. 17.—Six doctors making the most extended sur- 


vey of Colonel Roosevelt's wound attempted since his arrival.at the 
Mercy Hospital, found his condition as nearly normal as a wounded 
man's condition could be. and renewe.d their assurance that there 
was no Longer cause for worry. It was also announced positively 
tliat Colonel .Roosevelt would not leave the hospital until next week 
at least. 


The examination was made by Drs. Murphy. Bevan. Lambert. 


Terrell, John F. Golden and Wffliiirn B. MeCauley. 


Dr. Lambert, the family physician explained that there was no 


significance in the fact that the bulletin said the bullet would not be 
removed at present. "You see," he sai.d, "when we talk of the 
future, we must of necessity be indefinite. To illustrate, suppose 
sepsis were to set in and we had said the bullet would not be 
removed. . It would make itself sa clear as to attract our attention 
in a single hour, and then the previous assertion would appear either 
misleading or indicate,that we were misinformed.''" - 


"So. we sa}' that the bullet will not be removed now. It depends 


on two things, whether it will ever be removed. One is. if" it start* 
causing trouble, and the other, if Colonel Roosevelt would rather 
carry his souvenir in his pocket than in his chest." 


Dr. John F. Golden said it had been definitely settled not to move 


the Colonel until after Saturday. Mrs. Roosevelt is pleased with the 
situation and will remain in Chicago with her husband until he is 
completely recovered and able to return east with her.

MONTELLA WATHA GETS 


COMMUTATION OF PEN 


£ SENTENCE TO 3 YEARS 


Colnmhns. O., Oct. 17.—Montella 
Watha ojf Xewarlc. serving 
twenty 


years in the penitentiary for complic- 
ity in the lynching of Carl Ethering- 
ton at Newark in July. 1!HO, was 
given a commutation of sentence to 
tluree years hy the State Board of 
Pardons today. 


On Dec. 17, 1910, the jury sitting 
in the case returned- a verdict of 
guilty, and on Dec. 22 of the same 
year Watha was sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiary, and on the 
same night was taken to Columbus 
to start serving the sentence. 
In July, 1912, at the regular meet- 


ing of the Board of Pardons, At- 
torneys Flory & Flory of 
Newark 


made application for a commutation 
of sentence, appearing before the 


board to make the verbal argument 
in the matter. 


In the consideration which 
fol- 


lowed the application the board re- 
viewed all the testimony ahd 
the 


evidence in the trial, as 'contained in 
the bill of exceptions, and took into 
consideration the sentence imposed 
on Watha in contrast with the sen- 
tence imposed 
upon 
others "who 


were found guilty of active partici- 
pation in the riot. 


At this time Watha has 
served 


almost two years of 
the sentence 


imposed by the court, and the com- 
mutation of sentence, together with 
the good time earned .by., him while 
in confinement will bring the date 
of his release from the penitentiary 
in the latter part of May, 1913. 


GOV. WILSON DELIGHTED OVER 
ROOSEVELT'S RECOVERY-WILL 


CURTAIL HIS OWN SPEECHES 


Chicago. Oct. 17.—Col. Theodore 


Roosevelt, whose life was attempted 
in Milwaukee last Monday evening, 
already is feeling so much better and 
has shown so much improvement that 
on awakening today he began 
plan- 


ning for a continuation of his cam- 
paign trip. Most of last night the 
Colonel spent in restful sleep. At 6 
o'clock "his temperature was 98.4. his 
pulse 74, and respiration 18, indicat- 
ing a condition practically normal. 
During the night the Colonel passed 


most of the time in sleep and only on 
rare occasions did he awaken and 
then only for a few moments at a 
time In which to permit his night 
nurse to take his clinical record which 
almost invariably showed his condi- 
tion to be excellent and near normal. 
The Colonel never has required a great 
deal of sleep, so he told the 
nurse, 


and it was not until after 11 o'clock 
that he settled down seriously to ob- 
tain rest. 
From 11 o'clock on he was asleep 


most of the time until 4 o'clock this 
morning when he awoke declaring he 
,"had had a bully sleep," but would 
not read because he wished to remain 
quiet and doze until it was time for 
his sponge bath. He said he intend- 
ed to be fully awake when 7 o'clock, 


came so that he could have Ms break- 
fast for which he already was begin- 
ning to feel the need. 


Instead of having his bath a little 


before 7 o'clock the Colonel decided 
he had not had enough sleep and his 
nurse helped him to turn over and he 
again soon closed his eyes. The many 
hours he had been able to rest is de- 
clared by the physicians to be the best 
medicine for him and he was allowed 
to sleep as long as he wished. 


Once during the night the Colonel 


was visited by Mrs. Roosevelt, who 
occupies the room adjoining. She had 
been awakened by the entrance of the 
nurse into the Colonel's room to take 
his clinical record. She remained only 
a short time as he assured her he 
wa& "feeling just fine." 


All of the clinical records of 
the 


night have shown the Colonel's con- 
dition to be improved from the last 
official bulletin issued by the attend- 
ing physicians at 10 o'clock last night. 
At that time his temperature was 9S.6; 
his pulse 84 and his respiration 20. 


The Colonel's, breakfast as usual 


consisted of bacon, three soft boiled 
eggs, buttered toast and a pot of tea. 
When he ordered it he complained be- 
cause he said he was feeling so well

Governor has cancelled include the 
tours of Massachusetts, Xew Hamp- 
shire and Maine. 


Of course, if Mr. Roosevelt recovers 


sufficiently to again take an 
active 


part in the campaign the Governor 
will feel at liberty to resume his 
1 speechmaking. 


TURKEY HAS DECLARED 


WAR AGAINST STATES 


OF BALKAN PENINSULA 


Belgrade, ^erria, Oct. 17.—Two hundred Arnaut tribesmen were 


killed this morning in a battle with the Servian troops on the fron- 
tier. The Servian fatalities have not been reported. 


London. Oct. "17.—"War today became general throughout the 


Balkan peninsula. Turkey, which for several months has been fight- 
ing with Montenegro, today issued formal declaration of hospitlities 
against Servia and Bulgaria. Greece for some reason, was not men- 
tioned in the official documents delivered to the Servian and Bul- 
garian legations at Constantinople, and the Greek minister has not 
been asked to leave the Turkish capital as were the Servian and Bul- 
garian ambassadors. 


In her declaration of war, Turkey places the blame on Bulgaria 


and Servia, whose actions she says forced her to take a decisive 
step,.although she is desirous oi" peace.

known story of the Christian spirit 
of General O. Howard, of Civil war 
fame, who was transferred to the de- 
partment of the Pacific with head- 
quarters in San Francisco. The citi- 
zens of the coast wished to give him a 
public reception and tender him a 
jewelled sword, and asked that he re- 
serve a certain Wednesday aisht for 
the event- 


General Howard refused to do so, 
declaring that a man would indeed 
have" to have a heart of stone that 
didn't appreciate such an expression 
of kindness, but even above his loy- 
alty to his country, there stood his 
loyalty to God. "Gentlemen,'' the 
veteran said, "Wednesday night is 
prayer meeting night and I 
allow 


nothing, unless it is illness or un- 
avoidable absence from the citv, to 
keep me from the house of God on 
that night." 


President McKinley's Praise. 
President McKinley and his cabinet

OF ROSENTBAL 


Becker Alle«ed To Hare Made State* 


'. To « Fellow Prisoner in 
the Tombs. 


New York. Oct. 17.—"When this 


•ensation blows over, the public will 
give me a pension for killing that 


crook Rosen thai." 


These are the words attributed to 


Police Lieutenant Charles Becker by 
James-D. Hallen, a fellow prisoner 
in the Tombs, at the session of Beck- 
er's trial on the charge of instigating 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal, 
the gambler, who squealed 
against 
•him. 


Hallen was one of 15 witnesses 


who testified for the state. Assist- 
ant 
District Attorney Moss an- 
nounced when adjournment was ta- 
ken that he had only one or two 
more witnesses to call to complete 
the case for the people. 


Mrs. Herman Rosenthal, widow of 
the gambler, testified that Lieuten- 
ant Becker, her husband's 
alleged 
partner in his gambling house, had 
said to her on the occasion of 
a 
raid he had made on the establish- 
ment: "It's either Herman or me." 
This is the so-called fake raid which 
the prosecution claims was forced on 
Becker by his superior officers. 


Mrs. Rosenthal testiGed also tha* 


•when she came to bury her husband 
she 'had only $100 '"to her name"— 
all that had been left her by Rosen- 
thai. -This was a bit of testimony 
elicited by the state with intent to 
spike the guns of Becker's defense. 
"We introduce this," said Assist- 
ant District Attorney Moss, "because 
it has been claimed by the defense 
that gamblers gave Rosenthal $25,- 
000 Or some such sum, to insure his 
silence." 


Members of the household of Jack 
Rose. Becker's alleged graft collec- 
tor, told of frequent visits of the ac- 
cused police official to "Bald Jack's 
home. 


Rose's Swedish maid swore that 
Becker was accustomed to breakfast 
•with her master "nearly everv day 
since Christmas." 


Two waiters from 
the 
Union 
Square Hotel told of frequent meet- 
ings between Rose and Becker in the 
hotel dining room, when tnev talked 
"a long time." One of the waiters 
said he saw Rose pass the police 
lieutenant a "roll of bills." 


f WINTER POULTRY CARE 


NMd*d to Bring. th« 


dM* Through In Good Snap*. 


In the first place the general poultry 


house, where all but the latest brood* 
will necessarily be much confined dur- 
ing storms and severe cold, should 
have a thorough going over. 


II the floor boards have warped, 


leaving wide cracks, especially hi the 
places where the feeding is done, these 
should be filled in to secure greater 
warmth and especially to prevent the 
grain from falling through and attract- 
ing rats. Window glass that has been 
broken should be reset, not replaced 
•with a board or shingle, since the 
fowls will need all the sunshine from 
every direction that can reach them. 
Then if It is possible give the walls 
and ceiling a thick coat of whitewash, 
which will seal up all mites and other 
vermin harboring in crevices, neu- 
tralizing disease germs of every kind 
and help to keep the air sweet and 
•wholesome, and frill besides add very 
much to the light and cheerfulness of 
the inclosure. 


The perches should be improved by 


scraping, smoothing and treating with 
coal oil, especially at the ends that 
test in the sockets. The nest boxes. 
too, should have all the old litter taken 
out and be thoroughly brushed before 
being refilled with Short straw or 
dried lawn clippings, at the bottom of 
•which in such a box it Is a good plan 
to place a handful of tobacco stems or 
layers of red cedar twigs, which will 
assist in keeping the hens clear of lice. 


A sizable dusting box must be pro- 


vided with a liberal supply of road 
dust, which should have been collected 
in the dry weather of summer or early 
fall. Lacking this, sifted coal ashes 
from furnace or grate may be used. 
hut never, wood ashes, which would 
have the effect of bleaching the legs 
and loosening the feathers. 


Another necessary provision is a box 


of crushed oyster shells and other 
sharp grit, with the addition of a por- 
tion of pounded charcoaL— Farm Prog- 
ress.
